OFF OTY'S. FAR 
RENT COMMITTEE

Tucker Says Group That 
Received 861 Cases 
Did Much to Soften 
Blow After Controls 
Were Lifted. 


The St. Louis Fair Rent Com- 
mittee has been authorized by 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker to 
énd its work next Thursday, it ' 
Was announced today. Mayor | 
Tucker appointed the group last 
July to review complaints of ex- 
cessive increases in rents, fol- 
lowing abolition of rent cohtrol. 

The committee, which has of- 
fices in the Real Estate Board 
building, has had only four calls 
since Nov. 1, H. Grant Barn- 
grove, chairman, reported. Only 
two of these were complaints 
about rentals, he said. 

During its tenure, the com- 
mittee received 861 complaints. 
It made investigations of alleged 
excessive rental charges and at- 
tempted to bring about adjust- 
ments when complaints seemed 
justified, Barngrove said. 

Increases Approved. 

Appraisers, who worked with 
the committee, found that in 258 | 
cases rental increases were justi- 
fied, Barngrove told the Mayor. 

In 88 cases, they were able to 
persuade landlords to reduce 
rentals to figures the appraisers 
determined were fair. 

Compromises between rents 
sought by landlords and amounts 
considered fair were effected in 
31 other cases. 

The appraisers reported 237 
cases in which owners were 
charging rentals considered ex- 
cessive and in which no adjust- 
ment could be obtained. 

Tenants had vacated the prop- 
erties before complaints were 
processed in 99 cases; landlords 
had obtained possession of prem- 
ises in 82 cases, and 34 com- 
plaints had been withdrawn by 
teriants, Barngrove said. 

Other complaints not com- 
pletely processed were the re- 
sult of duplications, wrong ad- 
dresses and inability of apprais- 
ers to gain access to the proper- 


ies. 
200 Volunteer Inspectors. 

The’ committee, a volunteer 
group of 15 men, assigned ap- 
praisal work to about 200 quali- 
fied real estate experts, who 
m inspections 
back. Appraisers’ also donated 
their time. 

Ten district assessors were 
lent by the City Assessor’s of- 
fice. They called on owners and 
were successful in getting co- 
operation of many owners, Barn- 
grove said. 
ln addition to furnishing office 
space for the work, the Real Es- 
tate’ Board spent $1812 for the 
committee’s work and provided 
personnel for much of the cleri- 
cal work. 

In thanking the committee for 
fits work, Mayor Tucker told the 
métibérs they had “tended to 
soften the blow” from the elimi- 
nation of rent control and that, 
as*a result of their efforts, the 
change was made with a mini- 
mum of hardship.

“They were crazy with liquor.

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, 
Dec. 26 (AP)—Queen Elizabeth 
II in her annual Christmas mes- 
sage vowed to give herself heart 
and soul to furthering the ideal 
of the British Commonwealth as 
“an equal partnership of nations 
and races.” 

In a Christmas day broadcast 
to her peoples around the world, 
the young British monarch paid 
tribute to the British founders 
of the empire but declared the 
commonwealth ideal was “an en- 
tirely new conception.” 

To this ideal, she promised, 
“I shall give myself heart and 
soul every day of my life.” 
The Queen said the Common- 
wealth is built “on the highest 


ne qualities of the spirit of man, 


friendship, loyalty and the de- 
sire for freedom and peace. In 
that fellowship, the United King- 
dom is an equal partner .with 
many other proud and independ- 
ent nations and she is leading 
yet other still backward terri- 
tories forward to the same goal.” 
The Queen referred to hopes 


, expressed by many Britons that 


her reign might mark another 
age as golden as that enjoyed 
under Elizabeth I. 


“I do not myself feel at all 
like my great Tudor forebear,” 
she said, adding that the first 
Elizabeth “was blessed with nei- 
ther husband nor children, ruled 
as a despot and was never able 
to leave her native shores.” 
Expressing her appreciation to 
the nations she has visited thus 
far on her tour, the Queen said 
she desired to show that the 
British crown was not merely an 
abstract symbol of unity, but a 
personal and living bond be- 
tween herself and her people. 
Elizabeth spoke from Govern- 
ment House. A last-minute addi- 


tion to the speech was made to 
enable the Queen to express her 
sympathy with relatives of vic- 
tims of New Zealand’s Christmas 
Eve train wreck in which an 
estimated 166 persons were 
killed. 

The Quéen and the Duke of 
Edinburgh earlier attended di- 
vine service in St. Mary’s Ca- 
thedral, where they stood with 
the congregation in silent prayer 
for the crash victims. 

The service was conducted by 

the bishop of Auckland, the Rt. 
Rev. W. J. Simkin. The Duke 
read the second lesson. 
During the day the Queen 
spoke by radiotelephone to 
Prince Charles and Princess 
Anne in England. 


Queen, Duke Visit Survivors of 
Train Wreck. 

AUCKLAND, N.Z., Dec. 26 
(UP)—Queen Elizabeth II and 
the Duke of Edinburgh inter- 
rupted their offiical schedule to- 
day to visit a family that sur- 
vived New Zealand’s tragic 
Christmas even train wreck. 

John Falloon, his wife and 
their 16-year-old daughter 
Glenis were taken by surprise 
when the royal couple arrived 
at the home of Mrs. Falloon’s sis- 
ter, where they are visiting. 

Their own drenched clothes 
were drying on a clothesline in 
the backyard, and the Falloons 
wore borrowed clothes. 

The three survivors scrambled 
to safety from a railway car 
which teetered on the edge of 
the wrecked trestle before plung- 
ing into the Wangehru river. 

Earlier, the Queen and the 
Duke had gone to the racetrack 
to watch the running of the 
Auckland Royal Cup—an event 
marred when one horse broke its 
leg and had to be destroyed. 


3 KILLED, 51 HURT 
IN HONG KONG FIRE, 
50,000 FLEE HOMES 


HONG KONG, Dec. 26 (UP)— 
One of the worst fires in the 
history of this British China- 
coast colony killed three per- 
sons, injured 51 and left thou- 
sands homeless last night and 
early today. 

So far as was known, all of 
the casualties were Chinese. 

‘When the blaze was at its 
height, flames leaping hundreds 
of feet in the air enveloped 
nearly 10 square miles of a 
mountainside “squatters’  vil- 
lage” on outskirts of Kowloon 
inhabited by refugees from 
Communist China. . 

An official announcement 
early today estimated that the 
eight-hour fire destroyed the 
hut-homes of 50,000 to 60,000 
persons, .

A hiavily-loaded ore train 
jumped the tracks on an Andes 
mountain grade 12 miles from 
Lima, Peru, Christmas day and 
six crewmen were killed.

Another freight train derail- 
ment in Pakistan took the lives 
of four crewmen yesterday. This 
accident occurred about 30 miles 
from Quetta in the western part 
of the country.

(United Press quoted Czech 
officials as saying “around 100” 
persons were killed or injured 
in the wreck and that reports 
that 186 perons were killed were 
“greatly ex-ggerated.”) | 

Train Plunges Into Flood. 

In New Zealand, Prime Min- 
ister Sydney Holland rushed to 
the scene of the accident on 
Mount Ruapehu as soon as he 
was notified early yesterday. 

The engine and five cars .of 
the train, which. was traveling 
about 50 miles an hour, shot into 
the swollen Wangaehu river 
shortly after floods had swept 
away a section of the railway 
bridge. Another car tottered on 
the brink a few moments and 
then toppled into the flood. 

A rescue organization was set 
up within a few minutes, but 135 
of the 267 persons on the train 
were still unaccounted for and 
there was little hope they would 
be found.

Dead and injured were taken 
by train to Auckland. 

Many of those aboard the 
train were on their way from 
Wellington to Auckland to see 
Queen Elizabeth. 

The world’s worst railroad 
wreck occurred in the French 
Alps in 1917. The French news 
agency said 600 persons were 
killed in that wreck, caused 
when the brakes of a troop 
train failed. The agency said 
World War I censorship with- 
held the news of the wreck until 
the end of the war. The second 
worst wreck occurred in October 
1949, at Nowy Dwor, Poland, 
when 200 persons were killed. 


PAPER SAYS U.S. 
CAN NEUTRALIZE 
ATOM MATERIALS 


PARIS, Dec. 26 (AP)—The 
newspaper Paris- Presse says 
American atomic scientists have 
discovered a way to “denature” 
plutonium and other atomic ma- 
terials so they can be used for 
civilian purposes but never for 
weapons. 

The newspaper, which gave no 
source for its report, declared 
yesterday this development was 
behind President Eisenhower's 
recent propesal that the United 
States, Russia and other nations 
contribute to an international 
pool of atomic material for 
peaceful uses. 

In Washington, a spokesman 
for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion said he had no comment on 
the report. 

‘Paris-Presse said the United 
States was prepared to give other 
countries, including Russia, its 
secret for taking the lethal kick 
out of atomic bomb materials. 
The process, it was claimed, 
would eliminate fears that con- 
tributions to the American-pro- 
posed. world “nuclear bank” 
could be used for war.

STAMPEDE. WHEN 
LIGHTS 60 OUT 


200 Others Hurt in 
Panic in Dark in Mex- 
ican Village Despite 
Priest’s Pleas. 


TOLUCA, Mexico, Dec. 26 
(AP)—The little mountain vil- 
lage of Temoaya mourned today 
for 23 friends and neighbors 
killed in a panic after a Christ- 
mas mass in the local church. 
Some 200 other worships were 
injured in the rush for the doors. 

The tragedy was touched off 
by a failure of the church's elec- 
tric lights. Many of the 3000 
jammed in for the midnight 
mass early yesterday were coun- 
try people unused to electric 
lights. 

The parish priest, the Rev. 
Jose Cruz, said he tried in vain 
to calm the crowd pushing 
toward the church's two doors. 

“Mass was just finished,” he 
said, “ and the congregation was 
leaving the church. Somebody 
stepped on a wire lying on the 
floor. There was a blue flash 
and the lights went out, The 
people rushed for the doors, 

“The loudspeaker system has 
its own batteries and was still 
turned on. I told them there 
was no danger and to go out in 
an orderly manner, ut they 
didn’t pay any attention. We 
couldn’t see much by the light 
of the candles on the altar and 
around the shrine. 

“Then when the lights came 
On again, there was nobody in 
the church but me and the vic- 
tims. I went around and admin- 
istered the last sacrament. to 
them. There was nothing else ] 
could do.” 

Bodies of the victims, who in- 
cluded a two-month-old girl, 
were brought here from nearby 
Temoaya for burial; Most of 
them apparently died of asphyxi- 
ation, but autopsies will be held.

GUTS WILL STAND 
IN APRIL, SAYS 
EDWIN JOHNSON 


Senator Warns, How- 
ever, Against Reduc- 
tion of Corporate In- 
come Tax and Effect 
on Budget.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26— 

Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
(Dem), Colorado, predicted yes- 
terday that most excise tax re- 
ductions scheduled for next 
April 1 will be permitted to 
take effect, but warned that the 
present budget situation may bar 
a 5 per cent cut in corporate in- 
come taxes scheduled for the 
same date. 
* Johnson, No. 3 Democrat on 
the tax-drafting Senate Finance 
Committee, said in talks with re- 
porters that he thought the ex- 
cise tax cuts, already specified in 
existing law, and becoming ef- 
fective automatically unless Con- 
gress acts contrarily meantime, 
would go into force. 

“I don’t see how the corpora- 
tion tax rate cut (from 52 to 47 
per cent) can be applied until 
the budget is in better shape,” 
Johnson said, adding his fore- 
cast that revenues and expendi- 
tures would be the major issues 
in the congressional session 
opening Jan. 6. 

Effect of Reductions. 

His remarks spotlighted a fact 
already well known to Eisen- 
hower Administration fiscal ex- 
perts, for if all tax expirations 
and reductions immediately in 
prospect are permitted to go into 
effect the loss in federal rev- 
enue will be nearly eight billion 
dollars during the Fiscal year 
opening July 1. 

Corporations get tax relief on 
Jan. 1 with expiration of the 
excess profits tax, which was 
scheduled to end June 30, but 
was extended for six months at 
the. behest of the Eisenhower 
Administraction, which also, at 
that time, recommended against 
letting the normal 5 per cent cor- 
porate income tax levy drop by 
5 per cent April. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey, faced with 
th prospect of a deficit of more 
than eight billions the next fis- 
cal year, has looked askance at 
the overall excise tax reduction, 
which would result in a revenue 
loss in themselves of about two 
billion a year. 

Excises Studied. 

Hard study is being given the 
whole range of excises both in 
the executive branch and in 

essional committees, and 
the outcome probably will be a 
bill allowing some reductions to 
go. ifité effect, but retaining oth- 
er and possibly tapping new 
tax sources. Senator Johnson 
declined to go into any detail, 
after saying “most” of the ex- 
cises would be reduced, as to 
his personal views on which 
schedules might be retained. 

Individual income taxes are 
automatically reduced Jan, 1 by 
about 10 per cent, but many 
Americans will barely notice the 
difference in their payroll de- 
ductions, for on the same date 
the. Social Security payroll tax 
increases from 1.5 to 2 per cent 
on both employers and em- 

loyees.

Mr. Nixon’s Sound Advice 


Vice President Nixon’s assertion that racial 
bigots can hurt the United States as much as 
espionage agents is strongly put, but it is no 
overstatement of one of the facts of our time. 

He warned forcefully—and accurately—that 
Americans must wipe out race discrimination if 
they expect to win the support of free Asia in 
the fight against Communism. 

Most of the earth’s population is—to use the 
undiscriminating term with which bigots di 
criminate—colored. ' 

Many of them are citizens of countries whose 
good will and ¢o-operation the United States 
relies upon heavily in these uneasy days, India, 
Pakistan and Japan, for instance. They are 
essentials of stability and peace in the Far East. 

Acts of racial intolerance in the United States 
embarrass, offend and repel people of more en- 
lightened views in other countries who would 
like to be our friends. The French, for instance, 
and the British and thé Dutch. 

The Soviet Union knows al! this full well, and 
is turning it to our disadvantage wherever it can. 
‘Do Americans know it as well? And are they 
laboring as hard to promote their country’s inter- 
ests in the matter as the Russians are laboring 
in the other direction? 

Malcolm Ross, of the University of Miami, 
who was head of the President's Committee on 
Fair Employment Practice, says: “Soviet dis- 
tortions of the ills suffered by American Negro 
citizens are among the most difficult to meet of 
all the Big Lies circulated by Russia for the 
purpose of winning the colored races of Asia to 
its side.” 

In the same newspaper with Vice President 
Nixon's fine statement was a news story telling 
of Mississippi's expenditures to provide “separate 
but equal” schools for Negroes. 

Mississippi lacks enough money to provide 
schools for its white children that are equal to 
the schools of other states. Separate schools for 
Negroes are almost never equal and they are 
always frightfully wasteful of money. How can 
Mississippi afford duplicate school systems when 
it does not have enough money for one school 
system that is good enough? 

Segregation cheats white Mississipplans of a 
part of their education, as well as cheating Negro 
Mississippians. It portrays Mississippi 4s an 
unenlightened state. 

Mississippi's situation could be extended to 
many another state, for racial discrimination is 
certainly not limited to the South. It is a 
challenge to citizens everywhere. Rapid prog- 
ress has been made against segregation in the 
last two decades, but the progress falls short of 
democratic practice, and farther short of what 
the world expects of the United States. 

When will all Americans realize that when 
they discriminate against Negroes they invite 
most of the world to discriminate against 
Americans?

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University City’s Stand 

The first official body in the metropolitan 
area to indorse the Metropolitan Sewer District 
is the City Council of University City.

Criticism for Mr. Carpentier’s Order 
Illinois Secretary of State Carpentier’s book 
censorship order of Nov. 10 became publicly 
known through newspaper publication, Dec. 16. 
Illinois newspapers, though rather deliberate in 
taking up the issue, have now made it clear that 
Illinois wants no censorship of its outstanding 
State Library at Springfield by a politician. 

The Decatur Herald, on which such trespasses 
on individual freedom are watched by the eagle 
eye of David V. Felts, had its denunciatory edi- 
torial almost immediately, Now The Chicago 
Daily News and The Bloomington Pantagraph— 
as our Mirror of Public Opinion today shows— 
have joined in pegging Mr. Carpentier for his 
blunder. The editorial from the Des Moines 
Register is evidence that the humiliating oc- 
currence has been noticed outside Illinois, 

The issue, of course, is not the circulation of 
an adult book to a child. Obviously no library— 
and certainly not a library directed by a librarian 
so experienced as Miss Helene Rogers—makes a 
practice of that, How the offending book got 
into the child’s hands perhaps the mother could 
best explain. The issue is whether any office 
holder shall set himself up as clothed with the 
authority to say what adult Americans may or 
may not read. 

Mr. Carpentier has now disavowed the appli- 
cation of his censorship order, but so far as we 
know he has never withdrawn that order. He 
should do so and thus permit the Illinois State 
Library to function in its normal way. He has 
an advisory committee, including some very dis- 
tinguished professional librarians, such as the 
librarians of the University of Illinois and the 
Chicago Public Library. It is their job to advise 
him in a field in which he obviously has not yet 
been able to inform himself. But they cannot 
help him mitich if he makes his decisions and 
issues his orders without consulting them. 
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Christmas on the Air 

It was the holy feast of Christmas, and all

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On Cussing the Cops 

Properly enough, The Detroit Times protests 
against “irresponsible charges of police brutality 
and unjust prejudice.” It talks of unfounded 
and unjustified criticisms as “slinking and sub- 
versive attacks upon the prestige of city and 
state police departments.” 

Those adjectives seem to be covering more 
and more ground these days, so we will let them 
stand. But when the newspaper editorial goes 
on to say that this unfriendly attitude toward 
policemen is “a routine aspect of Communist 
propaganda,” the time comes to check and 
double-check, 

No doubt, Communists have their reasons for 
hostility toward the police; all except their own 
secret police of which they are, of course, quite 
proud. But the broad charge is too much like 
shouting “Wolf! Wolf!” The ordinary down-the- 
nose attitude toward policemen is anything but

Americans are all too inclined to talk about the . 


“cops” with a sneer. Sometimes the police have 
only themselves to blame. Their record here 
and elsewhere has not always been as true blue 
as their uniforms. Other times the slightly hos- 
tile attitude only reflects American resentment 
of anything which even remotely resembles 
arbitrary authority, 

Most of us want to bé fair to our policemen, 
ahd proud of them. We try to realize the diffi- 
culties of their work, and to appreciate their 
efforts for our protection. Our language is 
likely to be rougher by far than our sentiments. 
But we are sure that a touch of the critical but 
fair attitude is good all round. 

It helps to keep the duty-devoted policeman 
up to his job, and in the ununiformed citizen it 
keeps alive at least a spark of the independence 
and waringss of authority which are among the 
foundation-stones of the United States. r 
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Secretary Benson Is Blunt 

You have to hand it to Ezra Taft Benson. 
The Secretary of Agriculture unavoidably catches 
all the dead cats of agrarian discontent, but in- 
stead of retiring behind a safe barricade of 
silence he keeps asking for more. 

The farm belt is unhappy because the present 
farm program has not prevented a substantial 
drop in farm income. Yet Mr. Benson had the 


# courage—or shall we say foolhardiness?—to tell 


the 4-H Congress in Chicago that the present pro- 
gram goes too far. 

This time Mr, Benson's argument against the 
present program, which guarantees 90 per cent 
of parity prices on major crops, is that it re- 
quires a reduction in farm output, and that re- 
duced output may cause unemployment among 
those who process, transport and sell the prod- 
ucts of the farm. 

Mr. Benson may be right, but the farmer can 
legitimately ask what the Secretary proposes to 
do about the unemployment caused by the loss 
of farm income. This year, for example, farmers 
sent to market more commodities, on the whole, 
than they marketed last year, but received for 
this greater ovttput 5 per cent less income. 
If their large production sustained employment 
in the processing and distribution industries, 
their reduced income must have cut employment 
in other industries which sell things to farmers. 

This is an old story to agriculture, Some of 
the biggest crops ever produced were grown 
when prices were low and falling. As prices 
dropped, each farmer tried to protect his own 
income by growing more—ani the more he 
grew, the farther prices dropped. This is what 
many farmers undoubtedly think about when Mr. 
Benson offers them 100 per cent of parity “in 
the market place.” They have had that kind 


of “parity” before—and it was not 100 per cent.

‘Book Burning’ Flares in Illinois

The follies and perils of censorship 
are strikingly illustrated in Secretary 
of State Carpentier’s purge of the Illi- 
nois State Library which, as he con- 
fesses, has got out of hand. 

We share in his embarrassment, since 
he has opened the way for accusations 
of “hook burning” to be leveled at 
Illinois. But despite his efforts to place 
the responsibility on an “overzealous” 
assistant, we believe he has only him- 
self to blame. 

It all began when a Richland county 
mother complained to Sheriff Jesse 
Shipley about a novel, “The Boy Who 
Came Back” by Charles H. Knicker- 
bocker, obtained from the library in an 
Olney school by her teen-age daughter. 

The Sheriff denounced the book as 
“vulgar, obscene and profane.” He 

rotested to Gov. Stratton because the 

ok had been loaned by the State to 
the Olney library—a community venture 
operated both for children and adults. 
How the book got to the child appar- 
ently remains a mystery. 

._ The protest nevertheless brought an 
order from Carpentier to Miss Helene 
Rogers, Assistant State Librarian, to 
banish “The Boy Who Came.Back,” as 
well as “all books now in the library 
which are in the same category as the 
book named, that is, books of a sala- 
cious, vulgar or obscene character.” 

Carpentier’s office has complained— 
rather lamely, we believe—that the 
order to Miss Rogers was intended only 
to keep salacious and obscene material 
away from children. It adds that Miss 
Rogers’ “overzealous” action has had 
“the tendency of making his original 
intention appear ridiculous.” On the 
face of Carpentier’s directive, we are 
not inclined to blame Miss Rogers too 
much. It made né reference to children. 

In his capacity as State Secretary, 
Mr. Carpentier is the State Librarian, 
with Miss Rogers as his chief assistant. 
They are empowered to select the books 
for the State Library and to approve 
and disapprove of books offered. They 
also are entitled to withdraw objection- 
able books. 


Such privileges aro inherent in every 
librarian'’s job. By long-established 
principle librarians have insisted upon 
the right of selection as opposed to 
censorship. With this no fair-minded 
person can quarrel. In the Richland 
County case, however, the Carpentier 
directive obviously went too far. There 
is no license in the office of State Li- 
brarian to impose that office’s ideas of 
decent literature upon adults as well as 
children. 


This blanket order is still in effect 
despite the State Secretary's protesta- 
tions of embarrassment. The 400 titles 
are still under proscription and will re- 
main so, Carpentier’s office has re- 
ported, until the State Library has “re- 
assessed” them. 

It is unfortunate that the illness of 
Mr, Carpentier’s wife requires his pres- 
ence in Florida. His action, inadvertent 
though it may be, has precipitated a 
serious threat to freedom of the press 
in Illinois. He should act at. the ear- 
liest opportunity to undo the damage he 
has done.

The Illinois State Librarian—a poli- 
tician not a professional librarian—is 
doing such a skillful job of reversing 
the field on “book burning” that it's be- 
coming difficult to keep in mind that 
he’s the guy who started going the 
wrong way with the ball. 

He’s embarrassed, says Secretary of 
State Charles F. Carpentier, who gave 
the order which resulted in banning 
distribution of some controversial books 
through the Illinois State Library’s ex- 
tension division. 


His idea, contends Carpentier, was 
solely to keep “salacious and obscene 
books from being issued te children.” 
So some 6000 to 8000 volumes of 500 
different books were withdrawn. 

It’s fine that Librarian Carpentier is 
headed in another direction now—he’ll 
study recommendations of the American 
Library Association and policy of other 
libraries—but that does not excuse or 
explain his original order. 


This Illinois situation developed from 
a complaint by a woman whose daughter 
got a book the mother didn’t like. So 
Carpentier ordered books withdrawn 
from distribution—the modern equiva- 
lent of “book burning.” 


This is autocratic censorship which 
can’t be defended. Some of the books 
ee were on sex eduction, some 
were by authors whose views are sus- 
pect to certain people. It would be dif- 
ficult for anybody to find a reason for 
banning some of the 500 titles. 


It’s clear that this book burning was 
the result of pressure, cowardice or ig- 
norance—or for all of these reasons. Not 
all books need to be made available to 
all people at all times but it’s not diffi- 
cult to get sound advice as to policy. 

The secrecy in connection with this 
situation also is disturbing. The Moline 
Dispatch, which revealed the story, 
quoted a library official (who didn’t 
want her name used) as saying that the 
book recall had not been publicized 
“because librarians involved were asked 
to remain silent.” 

There should be a lot of squawking— 
and loud—whenever there are violations 
—or the threat of violations—to the 
American tradition that there shall be 
free access to ideas.

Secretary of State Carpentier has dis- 
covered that selection of library books 
is a complicated affair which is better 
done by the librarians down the line

Between Book Ends 
A Reappraisal of Veblen 


THORSTEIN VEBLEN, by David Riesman [(Charies 
Scribner, 22) pgs., $3). 
Webster Schott in The Kansas City Star 
Thorstein Veblen, who was born in 
1857 and died just a few weeks before 
the crash of 1929 he anticipated, is 
surely the most controversial economist 
ever produced by the United States. 
And he and Henry George are probably 
the only Americans ever to approach 
the stature of such recent political and 
social economists as Karl Marx and 
Thomas Malthus, to name two with 
whom he had much in common. 
Although Veblen lacked fortune, he

The fame of the 
brilliant but rather 
naive son of a Nor-

had reached high places indeed. Veblen 
was appointed to Woodrow Wilson's 
Wartime Food’ Administration, where 
his unfounded hope$ of reorganizing the 
economy along rather bizarre lines led 
to a speedy disenchantment. 

From Government service Veblen 
went to the New School for Social Re- 
search and finally to sylvan retirement, 
losing in the raisin industry most of 
what he had saved from an income 
which never exceeded $3000 a year all 
his life. He died in a woodsy cabin near 
Palo Alto, Calif., on Aug. 3, 1929. 

Veblen argued that we do not use 
surpluses provided us by human en- 
deavor and natural resources for useful 
ends, Above the level of subsistence, 
we expend money, goods, time and éf- 
fort uselessly to impress others with 
sition and to inflate the ego. Veblen 
called this uneconomic waste “conspicu- 
ous consumption.” 

Veblen’s rather cloudy political view, 
shared in part by Marx, was one based 
on industrialization. 
saw the machine putting man in chains, 
Veblen envisioned it as a liberating

force. His ideal was a society ruled by ° 


a soviet of engineers and technicians in 
a world of frée trade and virtual an- 
archy. Veblen, surprisingly agreeing 
with the captains he condemned, be- 
lieved that the least government was 
the best government, 

Veblen, better than almost anyone 
of his day, saw the great economic and 
industrial potential of the United States. 
(“By convincing many New Deal econo- 
mists—almost all of whom studied wun- 
der Veblen or under Veblen’s partisans 
—that America’s industrial might was at 
least twice as great as the figures 


- showed, he doubtless influenced the 


climate in which planters told Franklin

Sparkman Attacks G.O. 
P. Proposal — Butler 
Replies Other Meas- 


ures Are Unworkable. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP) 
~~ Senator Sparkman (Dem.), 
Alabama, said today he will at- 
tack the reasoning of Republi- 
can leaders who would delay 
statehood for Alaska, but grant 
it to Hawail. 

Sparkman told reporters he 
will support a move to grant 
statehood to both, despite plans 
of the Republican leadership to 
press only for the admission of 
Hawaii. 


“It would be a very serious 
mistake to offer statehdod to 
either ,without offering it to the 
other,” Sparkman said. “I can't 
feel that it’s a political thing to 
want to admit one without the 
other. Alaska is deserving af 
statehood.” 

Republican's View. 

Senator Hugh Butler (Rep.), 
Nebraska, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Interior Committee which 
handles statehood legislation, 
contends pending proposals to 
admit Alaska are unworkable be- 
cause they would leave more than 
90 per cent of its area under 
federal ownership and exempt 
from state taxation and adminis- 
tration. He has announced, 
however, he will vote to admit 
Hawaii. 

A bill supported by the Eisen- 
hower Administration which 
would admit only Hawaii has 
been stalled in Butler’s commit- 
tee since it voted 8 to 7 last 
March to tie in a provision for 
admission of Alaska also. 

However, last Monday Senator 
Long (Dem.), Louisiana, one of 
the committee members who 
voted for the amendment to the 
bill, said he is now willing to 
support the legislation in its 
original form—for admission of 
Hawaii—both in the committee 
and the Senate. 

Sparkman, Democratic vice- 
presidential nominee last year, 
said he will attack the argument 
that pending legislation would 
leave too much of Alaska under 
federal ownership. 

Proposes Homesteading. 

“There’s no reason why the 
Federal Government = should 
keep that land forever,” he said. 
“It could be opened up, a por- 
tion at a time, for homesteading 
and so forth. It’s a situation 
that time could cure, with Con- 
gress providing for the orderly 
development of Alaska.” 

Asked whether he would op- 
pose statehood for Hawaii un- 
less Alaska could have it too, 
Sparkman replied “I’m not say- 
ing I ‘will oppose it. But I cer- 
tainty’ will support any move ,to 
include Alaska.” 

He said it is certain that an 
Alaska statehood amendment will 
be offered on the Senate floor 
if atiy bill to admit Hawaii only 
is brought up for debate. 


“T'd take the same stand if|- 


they were offering statehood to 
Alaska alone,” Sparkman said. 

He said he ‘considers Alaska is 
“of untold value to us from the 
standpoint of defense and secur- 
ity” and is ready for admission.

Shubert, president of Shubert 
Theatrical Enterprises, entered 
Mount Sinai Hospital four days 
ago for treatment of a circula- 
tory disturbance. The hospital 
attributed his death to “the com- 
plete failure of the circulatory 
system.” 

Lee was one of three brothers 
—5Sam S., who died in 1905, 
and Jacob J., who survives— 
who-turned:an obscure booking 
business into a theatrical empire 
once estimated to be worth $400,- 
000,000. 

The three hrothers made the |# 
theatrical world their life, even 
as young men in Syracuse, N.Y. 

When they invaded the Broad- 
way scene they were confronted 
by the all-powerful Klaw and 
— booking agency, known 

“The Combination.” 

" Aeiaeaesiinas their energy and 
astuteness into a fight for sur- 
vival, the Shubert brothers even- 
tually smashed the combine and 
themselves became the top the- 
atrical power in the business. 

The Shubert brothers added 
to the theatrical luster cf Broad- 


way by building many of their) 


own theaters. Shortly before 
World War II the two surviving 
Shuberts, Lee and J. J., leased 
or managed half of more than 
40 legitimate theaters on the 
“Great White Way.” They also 
controlled 15 show-places in 
other cities. 

Lee was president of the the- 
atrical organization, with J. J. 
acting as general manager. In 
his latter years, Lee left to J. J. 
the business of producing shows, 
and concentrated on the finan- 
cial aspects of the organization. 

(The United Press recalled 

that Lee Shubert once barred 
Walter Winchell, Leonard Lyons 
and the late Alexander Wooll- 
cott from his theaters because 
he did not like the reviews they 
wrote about some of his pro- 
ductions.) 
Worth a fortune years ago, 
Lee Shubert never eased up 
even in his later years. During 
his sixties he devoted as much 
as 16 hours a day to the busi- 
ness. 

After brother Sam’s death in 
a railroad accident, Lee and J. J. 
started naming all their new 
theaters “the Sam S. Shubert 
Memorial Theater.” 

Later, however, they discarded 
the title as too funereal for 
places of entertainment. In every 
future Shubert theater a picture 
of Sam hung in a gold frame in 
the lobby. 

Formally, their organization is 
known as the Select Theaters 
Corp. Broadway knows it simply 
as “The Shuberts.” 

Funeral services will be Mon- 
day afternoon in Temple 
Emanu-El. 


Shubert Brothers Operated 
Three Theaters Here. 

The Shuberts had three thea- 
ters in St. Louis at various 
times. Their first, the Garrick, 
was built for them about 1904 
Later they built the Sam S. 
Shubert Memorial Theater at 
Twelfth boulevard and Locust 
street in 1916, the first theater 
built in memory of the elder 
Shubert. This theater, the name 
of which later was changed to 
the Shubert-Jefferson, was op- 
erated until 1925. 

Then in October 1925, they 
combined with local interests to 
buy the Rialto Theater at Grand 
boulevard and Olive street and 
renamed it the Shubert-Rialto. 
The brothers lost it during the 
depression. The theater now 
has been remodeled and began 
presenting legitimate plays again 
this year as the American.

The Kev. Dr. E. Stanley Jones, 
noted Methodist missionary to 
India who was a bishop for one 
day, will make several addresses 


in St. Louis Monday. , 

The Rev. Dr. Jones, who will 
be 70 years old on Jan. 3, has 
been a missionary to India since 

1907. He has worked largely 
among the high caste and edu- 
cated classes of India. 

Three times he refused elec- 
tion as bishop of the Methodist 
Church, preferring to continue 
as a missionary to Asia. In 1928 
he was elected bishop, but re- 
signed the next day. “I stood it 
for 24 hours,” he remarked. 

In 1944, the Rev. Dr. Jones 
was the speaker at the annual 
meeting of the St. Louis ‘Metro- 
politan Church Federation. His 
last visit here was in 1947, when 
he made an appeal for all Prot- 
estant faiths to unite under one 
federation patterned after the 
union of states. 

He will speak on his proposal 
for a united church at a public 
mass meeting at 8 p.m. Monday 
at Ladue Chapel, 9450 Clayton 
road. The meeting is.supported 
by a large local “Committee for 
a United Church,” of which 
Howard I. Young is St. uis 
chairman.

Fresh Air for Furnace. 

_UR horrible example of bad 
e) planning for today is a neat 

and compact little utility 
room right off the kitchen in 
the house of a friend of ours. 

This little room contains the 
furnace and the furnace too is 
neat and compact. 

The only trouble with the 
whole deal is that the furnace 
doesn’t work worth a nickel and 
the colder the outside weather 
gets the worse things go for 
the furnace. 

The trouble, as you may have 
guessed, is that the furnace is 
just. not getting enough air to 
enable it to burn its fuel effi- 
ciently. No matter what sort of 
heating equipment you use, oil, 
gas or coal, there must be a 
sufficient volume of air getting 
to the fire to keep things going. 
If your flame is on the yellow 
side the chances are that there 
is a lack of air. :

when you don 
air your chimney draft won't 
be all that it should be. 

You can bring air into 
utility room by installing vents 
or louvers in the base of the 
door. 

Another trick often tsed on 
one story homes is to bring a 
duct down from the a crawl 
space to the burner. is set- 
up not only provides the fur- 
nace with plenty of fresh air 
but also keeps the air in the 
attic crawl space circulating 
which is always a good thing.

Unfortunately, many players 
misuse the redouble exactly as 
East did on the second round, 

This type of early redouble 
has only one meaning to experts: 
it does NOT signify great 
length in partner’s suit; it an- 
nounces a relatively strong hand, 
and puts partner on notice that 
the regoubler intends to take 
aggressive steps when the bid- 
ding returns to him. It would 
have been more sensible for 
East to attempt a shut-out by 
jumping to three or even four 
diamonds — certainly, he could 
not look forward with any con- 
fidence to the probability that 
the opponents would bid one or 
both of the major suits. 

The redouble in itself might 
not have had too bad a result, 
but when East followed up this 
action by overcalling four spades 
with five diamonds, West could 
not be greatly blamed for dou- 
bling five spades.
